only remarked that Shanghai had 
hitherto beon tho only sputin tho empire 
that was safe from robols, Foroiguors 
hind not lot thom como hore, If fo- 
reigners wore to bo driven away, thore 
woald be no placo loft. And the aftor- 
thought naturally amo, that Tsou 
kwofan had beltor think of fighting 
rebels than foreignors. ‘There is 
amplo scopo fér tho oxorciso of his 
strongth, in quelling tho banditti who 
‘moro or loss, ovor half the 
ompiro, ‘Thoir extinction would bo 
much greater sorvico than tho oxpul- 
sion of foroignors ; and is, at nny rato, 
a moro prossing nocossity.
